. then proceeded. to rent houses 
which, immediately after entry, 
they also attempted to set on fire.

At other places, com- 
bustible ‘material was seized be- 
fore it could. be ignited.

The Police now insist that land:

own protection, must obtain the 
guarantee (of a chop) from ten- 
ants before handing over posses- 
sion.

+ Peking, To-day. 

“Tt is officially learned that it is 
now established that the party: of 
foreigners who were stopped ‘by 
‘Tibetan officials at Nagchuka, 
northward of Lhassa, about a 
month ago consisted of the Ameri- 
can, Mr. Plymire, the Briton, Mr. 
Mathewson, C.1.M., and the ‘Ger- 
man, Dr.’ Filchner, the well- 
known explorer. “ 

‘It appears that. the 
were most anxious to prevent the 
party entering Lhassa and pro- 
posed to conduct them to Ladakh 
en route to India. 


This effectively disposes of the 
fears that the party had . been 
murdered on the Tibetan. bor- 
der, but so far no. news of their

MENACE TO PRESENT. 
"USEFULNESS.

Producé Markets Review should be

organisation and general foresight 
of these largo firms were In any 


‘| way weakened or gurtalled. There 


Is, however, a danger of manufac- 
turera and producers usurping the 
work and activitiea af the whole- 
-saler, 
proved such. an indispensable and 
inealcwlable. advantage to . the 
amalier trader. 


The Grocery Trade. 


It is impossible to view the posi- 
tion of the Wholesale Grocery 
Trade at the present time without 
recognising the fact that ita right- 
ful functions—which many years 


of experience has ennbled it to perm |” 
form so’ successfully—are being] | 


seriously mennced by certain well- 
known producers, Thia is particu- 
larly noticeable in the cage of some 
firms who aro endeavouring to sell 


their goods to the larger buyers in| - 


this country partly through the 
agency of brokers and in some cases 
through, their own organisations. 
Obviously. if this state of affairs 
is to, continud the wholesale trade 
may in the long run find its legiti- 
mate business somewhat threaten- 
ed, but we cannot imagine that 
‘either the producer or the retailer 
would reap any benefit. At the 
same time it is well to watch the 
trend of events, nnd to use every 
effort to counteract methods adopt- 
ed by a small minority .of foreign 
producers, | ; 


. Benefits From Wholesalers. 


: often. buys many 
months ahcad,Mvell knowing that 
his purchase may mean a loss, but 
with the one desire properly to 


daily needs of the retailer, : 

These considerations are un- 
doubtedly appreciated and the re- 
tail grocer cun always rely on be- 
ing -suppHed by the wholesale 
houses with the goods: he requires 
without ‘any trouble or inconveni- 
ence, whereas communication with 
all kinds of producers would entail 
a large amount of unnecessary work 
and much anxiety. 


Combination Doomed to Failure. 


We are absolutely convinced that 
the policy of endeavouring to com- 
bine the wholesale and retail trade 
is doomed to failure, and any at- 
tempt on the part of the producer 
to deal direct with the retailer will 
he fornd expensive and inexpedient. 
The diveraion of trade from the 
channels through ‘which it nor- 
mally flows muat inevitably lead to’ 

considerable initial expense both in 
the organisation of a sales service 
and the employment of travellers 
to cover the. whole of the country, 
whilst the institution of a generous 
system of long term credit without 
effecting. any reduction: in ‘ ost 
of the article to the actual consuim- 
er will be found a necessity. : 

Jt_ia therefore apparent that the 
wholesaler is bound to maintain his 
position If he continues’ to ‘study 
the interest of his customers. 

Saving of Costs. 

The cost.of travellers to the -pro- 
ducers would be appreciably higher 
than the cost to the . wholesale 
house, because he would have only. 
one.article.to sell, whereas the re- 
presentative of the’ wholesaler has 
1a@ large number of different com- 
‘ modities, and if he fails in one he 
has others. to offer. © ne . 

The difficulties of direct contact 
‘between producer and. retailer.are 
-many and varied, and we can, see 
no: good beneficial result accru- 
ing to either: party. by the general 
practice of a system both impract{-

WORKING OF THE VALVE. 


When the receiving sorial fs 
tuned to sympathise with the 
transmitting aerial, both “throb,” 
pulgate, or oscillate for the’ same 
frequency, and then one js said 
to be synchronized with the other.

Rectification, detection, or,.:to

rectifying unit, The valve alone 
would notidetect. 

In a valve there are three entire- 
ly different component parts. One is 
the filament, the other Is thé grid, 
and, the third ia the anode. When 
the filament fs heated by the flow of 
an electric current through it mil- 
lions of units of electricity, known 
as electrons, fly from it and ‘ are 
attracted to the anode.. F 

The reason why this attraction 
occurs is simple to understand 
when it. ia remembered that, in 
electricity, like attracts unlike, 
The plate is rendered positive by 
the application of a .potential from 
the H.T, battery, The electrons 
given off by the filament. are nega- 
tive, and these electrons try to 
make the anode as negative’ as 
themselves,, The more positive the 
anode, the greater the effort’ of 
the electroic stream, ax it is called, 
to make it negative. Thus there is 
an immaterial yet very real con- 
nection between the two, 

If the filament is a poor one, or If 
the vals c is old, the electron stream 
is wonk, If the H.T, battery is 
nearly. exhausted, the electron 
stream is weak again because a 
lesser effort is made to negative the 
anode since it is not so Intensely 
positive. We see at once then, how 
poor reception can be occasioned 
by an inefficient filament and a run-

REVIEW OF RECENT 
PROGRESS. 


The annual exhibition of wireless 
apparatus and accessories, organised 
by the Radio Manufacturers’. As- 
soctation and opened at Olympia on 
Saturday last, affords. an excellent 
opportunity for aurveying the pro- 
gress made during the year in this 
particularly interesting branch of 
applied science. ‘ 

When orggnised broadcasting was 
instituted in this. country a . few 
years ago, less than na dozen firms 
were engaged in the manufacture 
of wireless apparatus, and the ex- 
tent to which the industry has de- 
veloped since that time may be 
gathered from the fact that nearly 
200 firms, the majority of them 
manufacturers, are now exhibiting 
thelr prodpcts at Olympia. At the 
moment, there seems to be every 
likelihood that this development will 
continue, as the number of listen- 
ers is still increasing; and there fs 
a strong tendency for those per- 
sons, who were at first. contented 
with the simplest and cheapest ap- 
paratus, to install more elaborate 
seta in order to obtain improved re- 
sults, This tendency will. undoubt- 
edly be strengthened as the policy 
of the British Broadcasting Cor- 
poration in providing listeners with 
alternative programmes {s develop-

As would be expected in an’ ex- 
hibition intended for the general 
public, the exhibits consist mainly 
of complete receiving sets, compon- 
ents for their construction and ac- 
cessories for use in connection with 
the various apparatus.

WIRELESS : NOTES, 
THE TWO-VALVE 
’ RECEIVER. 

The special.’ correspondent of. 
“The Observer" writes :— ,

local station and receive 5 GB and 
one on two others, Such a receiver 
may be.worked very economically, 
and will.give.a very gréat dea! of 
pleasure to one-or two . listeners, 
provided that they, do not mind he- 
ing tied to the apparatus by the tele- 
phone cords. Quality Js not difft- 
cult to achieve in a two-valve re- 
ceiver, and a good telephone head- 
aet is far better in this respect than 
the majority of loud-speakers now 
on the market. But so small a 
piece of apparatus is not suitable 
for working o loud-speaker unless 
it’ is situated within a’ mile or so 
of the’ transmitting station. In 
no circumstances -is it  suit- 
able for a loud-bpeaker recep- 
tion of distant stations, For 
loud-spegker work -power is, ab- 
solutely necessary., The minimum 
requirements are given by a power 
valve that will dissipate about be- 
tween one and two watts, that is to 
tay, it will take a current about 10 
milliamperes when fed from a 120- 
volt supply and suitably biased. 
If a .two-valve receiver situated 
close.to atransmitter is used for 
loud-speaker work, the output valve 
should be of this type. . 


The usual, kind of two-valve set 
is sadly lacking in selectivity. My 
own idea of such a-set ia that the 
tuning arrangements should con- 
sist of an untuned acrial coil and 
a tuned secondary or grid coil, 
The new Dubilier “Torofd” coil is 
almost idgal for the purpose. It is 
so made that the primary, or aerial 
coil is totally enclosed in a-second- 
ary, coil so wound that it has prac- 
tically no field.

This 
brutal contempt was all the more 
conspicuous because Napoleon 
treated most of the women he had 
loved with great generosity about 
money and position. If. he was 
eruel he was not penurious. 


His Wedding Night.

AIR TRAGEDY.

London,. Nov, 18, 

Anxiety 'for the safety of. his ob- 
server ‘who was not used to a para- 
chute before was held to, be respon- 
sible for the death of Flying Officer 
Richardson (not Richards, as cabl- 
ed previously), at the piquant at 
East, Grinstead. ; 

The observer, Green, described 
how ‘they, unsuccessfully dropped 
flares to find a landing place, owing 
to engine trouble, 

Richardaon re-ascended 2,000 feet 
telling Green how to use the para- 
chute. © The latter was uncertain 
when to jump, until the pilot push- 
ed him iw the. tace. Ne Jumped, 
‘and landed safely. * 

Richardson's body was discovered 
later embedded in the ground. 

The- Coroner expressed the 
opinion that Richardson was think- 
ing of Green's safety and not realis- 
ing that the machine waa nearing 
the earth, jumped when it was too 
late to make safe use of the para- 
chute.—"Times of Ceylon,” 

' [An ¢arlier message stated:— 
London, Nov. .10.—The report from 
Cherbourg that the wreckage of a 
silver-white acroplane has been dis- 
covered inthe sea was wrongly sup- 
posed to have solved the mystery 
of'a machine which was seen fly- 
ing ¢rewless over Gussex,’ yester- 
day ovening.. 
Royal. Air ‘Force machine, 
which two men were seen to jump, 
at a height of 2,000 fect over Enst 
Grinstead. The pilot, Flying Of- 
cer Campbell . “Mackenzie-Richards 
(sic) was ‘killed, His parachute 
failed to open. The observer, Nor- 
man Green, floated safely to earth. 
The aeroplane ‘disappeared, Several 
people said that'the machine, before 
the two ‘aviatora jumped out, was 
apparently uncontrollable, but. it 
righted itself and flew ‘out of sight. 
The aeroplane was found in a wood 
at East Grinstead, only 200 yards 
from the spot where the pilot was 
found. It was a‘coincidencé that an 
unknown. machine crashed ‘late in 
the evening at Cherbourg.]

‘COMMISSIONER ‘ALSO’ WARNED. 


Failare of Attempt: To Wreck 
‘Sir L. Wilson's Train, 


- Bombay, Nov. 18. 

“Now that His. erallency the 
Governor of Bombay and Lady 
Wilson have returned to Bombay, 
we'cun refer to the extraordinary 
stories’ that. have been. going 
round during his tour that a plot 
was on foot. td wreck his train, 
or to throw a homb into the party 
somewhere on the tour,” says the 
“Times of. India.” 

“It wil be recalled that, after 
the special train which conveyed 
His Excellency from’ Nasik to 
Poona, at the end of last month, 
had passed Igatpuri, it was re- 
ported that some fishplates had 
been removed from one section of 
the line, but, owing to an -extra- 
ordinary piece of good fortune, 
the train was not wrecked. 

“While His Excellency was at 


Phaltan some days later, at the; 


beginning of the Southern tour; 
news was received that an attempt 
was going to be’ made, ‘either ‘to 
wreck hig special train or to throw 
a bomb at him. 

“It is,-of ‘course, impossible to 
find. out where such _ stories 
originated, but we understand 
that: their source was sufficiently 
authoritative to justify special 
precautions, being taken by. the 
C.LD. to guard His Excellency 
from Phaltan onwards. — 

Precautions Increased. | 
“The rumours. became more 
alarming, with ‘a consequént. in-. 
crease in the extent of the precau- 
tions that were taken to guard the 
Governor. i 

“As far as ‘can be ascertained, 
first’ threats were made
